At 7 years of age she was an 
eager Latin scholar and had read many of the 
reat historians. Her tastes inclined natural- 
r ot languages and natural 
sciences and in these directions she worked 
earnestly, Before she reached the age of 20 
ears she an the work of translations, 
hich was one of the most important of her 
life. Among her carliest translations were 
ry” Andre Chenier,’’ Victor Cousin’s 
Like and Times of Mme. de 
Chevreuse,’’ Mannier’s ‘‘Russian Tales 
and Edmund ‘About’s Germaine and 
King of the Mountains. She was at this 
time contributing liberally to newspapers and 
magazines, and collecting material for the 
most elaborate work of her life—‘‘A Complete 
History of the City of New York.’’ The first 
edition of this work appeared in 1850. The 
reception of the book everywhere was cordial. 
Second and third editions were printed, on- 
larged and Illustrated. The last edition 
brought down to date was printed in 1880. The 
work which gave Mary Booth the great- 
est national reputation was done dur- 
ing the civil war. Just after 
Sumter’s gun nad sent forth its ultimatum 
she received an advance copy of the Count de 
Gasparine’s famous Uprising of a Great 
People. She took it at once to Mr. Scribner 
and urged himto publish a translation, but 
he told her the war would be over before it 
could be brought out. Finally, he said if the 
manuscript could be ready in a week he 
would publish it. By writing almost twenty- 
four hours a day, on 8 for food, she 
completed her task. The work was read from 
one end of the country to the other and 
created the = enthusiasm. Charles 
Sumner wrote to her: 

t is worth a whole phalanx in the cause of 
human freedom. 

She received grateful letters of thanks from 
Lincoln, Phillips, Garrison and other great 
men of the time. Throughout the war Mary 
Booth keptup her patriotic work of trans- 
lating and publishing the comments of 
European sympathizers with the Union. Such 
eminent Frenoh sympathizers as Gasparine, 
Chochin, Henri Martin, Laboulaye and Monta- 
lem bert, kept her supplied with material. After 
the warshe continued her translations, the 
most im t being six volumesof Henri 
Martin's unabridged history of France. 

In 1867 she was called tothe editorial chair 
of Harper's Bazaar. She held that position 
when the first copy was issued and has heid 
it every since, seldom leaving ner duties, 
except fora brief vacation. She was the 
most constant and hard working of the many 
celebrated contributors to that paper to the 
day of her deatn. In this position she dis 
— 6 remessante faculty for recognizing 

uried talent and many of the now famous 
women writers of the country owe it to Mary 
Booth that the budding talent they displayed 
wasjencouraged and nurtured;into blossoming. 
In spite of her incessant tolling, the social 
life of — Booth has been one of great 
beauty. she had a sister living in Brooklyn, 
a brother in this city and another brother in 
active service in the United StatesArmy. For 
many years past she has lived with an adopt- 
ed sister, Mrs. Anna W. Wright. Her house 
has always been a Mecca for literary people. 
Her Saturday evenings have for years been 
famous as in her parlors gathered artists, 
authors, statesmen and the giftea of all pro- 
fessions. Her home was filled with choice 
tokens from European celebrities, who, while 
visiting America, had enjoyed her Saturday 
evenings. These gathermgs were, in fact, 
unique in the amount of genius they em- 
braced. 

One characteristic of Mary Booth’s nature 
was 4 continual delight to those who knew 
her. She was a woman inthe tenderest and 
truest sense of the word. She never would al- 
low her name to be identified with any so- 
called woman's movement. ‘‘Strong-mind- 
edness’’ was foreign to her. For the eleva- 
tion of her sex, higher education, she worked 
coutinualiy as an individual, and with her 
pen, but viewed with repugnance the sugges- 
tion of many of her women friends that the 
ballot was means to the desired end.

IMPORTANT PURCHASE IN A NEW FIELD BY 
ST. LOUIS CAPITALISTS. 


A Fresh District Opehed by Seekers for the 
Precious Metals—A Tropical Mineral 
Deposit Passes Into American Hands— 
St. Louls Largely Interested—Peculiari- 
ties of the Country.

Gordon of Philadel- 
phia, I am on my re- 
turn home, with the 
deedg for a mine in 
Honduras in my pos- 
session, in which quite 

a numder of St. Louis 
capitalists sre inter- 
ested. The final papers 
have not yet been 
signed, but the sale is 
practically completed, 
and St. Louis, unless 
Jam very much mistaken, will soon own a 
considerable share of a fine dividend-paying 


property. 
A NEW MINING DISTRICT. 


The property les about ninety miles from 
the coast and consists of a group of mines on 
the same vein known as the Tlatzecu. This 
property was brought to St. Louis about two 
years ago by Whittaker Wright, the well- 
known mining operator of Philadelphia, but 
owing to some dispute about the title as well 
asthe price asked, $600,000, the trade, when 
nearly completed, fell through. Since that 
time interest in the Nicaragua Canal bas 
attracted attention to that country, and 
last November a syndicate of New 
York and Philadelphia capitalists was formed, 
towhich some St. Louisans were admittea. 
In company with several others I went to the 


mine, and after making a close examination, 
we decided to purchase. The mine has three 
shafts, one of them nearly 100 feet deep, and 
and asstys fromthe ore yield fromeight to 
—— ounces of gold and forty ounces of 
Few people who know nothing of tropical 
countries realize the difficulties incident to 
transportation in a climate and soil such as that 
of Honduras. The interioris rieh in mine- 
rals, but the lack of roads has hitherto most 
seriously retarded development. We in 
America have no idea of the difficulty of 
keeping up a good road encountered in 
the country I have just come from. It is not 
easy to open one, as the und is very 
swampy in some places, and many detours 
have to be made. Then the forest is exceed - 
ingly thick, the wood is generally of the 
bard est description and destructive to axes. 
TROPICAL VEGETATION. 
But when a wagon rail is once opened the 
real trouble commences. ‘he rains 
are terrific, and transform the en 
tire country into a quagmire at 
at frequent intervals. Travel is impossible, 
and by the time the ground is dry enough to 
bear a wagon, a growth of bushes and tough 
creepers covers the road, over which heavy 
hauling is au impossibility. The road to the 
Tlatzecu mine was at one time partially 
corduroyed, but the result at first was by no 
means encouraging. The interstices of the 
logs gave room forthe growth of bushes, and 
five years ago, after the rainy season, the firat 
teamsto attempta passage found the logs 
pushed out of place and piled up two or 
three together by the growing under- 
brush. 1 never saw anything in my 
life like the rapidity with which vegetation, 
especiaily underbrush, increases. la the 
thick forest the trees seem in a measure to 
sane + it down, but wherever a clearing is 
made, especially where the earth is disturbed 
by the uprooting of stumps, a thick, gnarly 
growth springs up almost in a night, and the 
saying is that when a road reaches its 
terminus, ite starting point has become an 
impenetrable thicket. Fortunately native 
labor is cheap, and at a small expense we can 
secure men enough to keep the road open 
until the machinery which we intend to 
place inthe mine is at work, when the tre- 
quent passage of ore wagons to the coast will 
prevent the thicket from getting ahead of 
us. 
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A RICH TIMBER BELT. 

Not only is the country rich in minerals, 
but its opening will bring an immense quan- 
tity of hard wood into the market. The tim- 
ber is nearly all excellent, and some of it as 
fine as that to be found anywhere in the 
world. Mahogany grows in the greatest 
abundance, and while not quite so hard 
and close fibred as that of the West Indies, is 
much more plentiful, and is capable of as high 
apolish. There is also some rosewood and a 
great deal of black walnut, or rather, a wood 
closely resembling it in texture and of superior 
hardness. Ironwood is also to be found in 
large quantities. When once hauled to the 
seacoast its transportation will de easy, as 
the logs can be placed on board sailing ves- 
seis and sent to the United States at a nom- 
inalcost. The general absence of roads has 
prevented the timber country from being 
opened, only that near the coast having hith- 
erto been touched, but with good avenues of 
communication the trade will be worth milil- 
ions of dollars a year. 

»The natives, who are either pure Indian or 
Indians mixed with Spaniards and negroes, 
are inclined to be most friendly to Americans, 
or in fact to anyone who will bring money into 
their country and give them means of employ- 
ment. Workmen can be secured at 15 cents 
a day, and even at this rate but a 
few can find anything to do. The 
land is fertile, and living very 
cheap, but money is an almost unknown com- 
modity. What little our party spent spread 
our fame for miles around, and we were 
looked upon as enormous capitalists, 
although we did not spend half as much as we 
would have done at home. There will bea 
complete change in the whole country it the 
Nicaragua canal is started, as American capit 
alists will have their attention drawn to all 
the adjacent 3 and will soon have prac- 
tical control ofall the industries. That this 
will prove a most profitable investment, none 
acquainted with the country will doubt.

bounded by Sixth and Eighth street, Franklin 
avenue and Wash street, which includes a 
small section of the Clabder Alley District, 
which everything indjcates, was utilized dur- 
ing the last election. 

A STARTLING SHOWING. 

The Post-DisPaTcH has shown that out of 
the total registration of Precincts 72, 73, 74 and 
75 ofthe Fifteenth Ward, Precinct 131 of the 
Twenty-fiftth Ward, two blocks of Precinct 3 
of the First Ward and two blocks of Precincts 
6 and 7 of the Second W ard—3 ,222—235 registra- 
tions were traudulent. They were the names of 
supposed voters, who never lived at the ad- 
dresses given; the names of dead men carried 
on the lists through fraudulent means; the 
names of persons who had no residence in the 
city, but were assigned to certain numbers 
for the purpose of qualifying them to casta 
ballot on election day and registrations from 
vacant lots. 

It has been shown that on 37 of these fraud- 
ulent registrations ballots were cast by 
persons as yet unknown. The fraud 
would bave been far more successful if it 
had not been for the vigilance of the Federal 
supervisors. It has been shown thattwelve 
colored men obtained registration as white 
men, amistake not easily made under our 
system, of elections and registrations. 

In a total of 3,222 registrations 272 frauds 
have been brought to light. 


More Second Ward Frauds. 


Two localities in the Second Ward give un- 
questionabie evidence of the commission of 
extensive frauds. These are the blocks 
in the southeast corner of the 
ward, the thickly inhabited blocks on the line 


of the northern boundary and the river front, 
where a number of lodging houses are lo- 
cated. The police on the ats report that 
these houses were well filled on the eve of the 
election. The registered vote of the houses 
on the plane of the levee, between Walnut 
street and Washington avenue was eighty 
votes. Twenty-seven of these voters cannot 
uow befound. According to the statements 
of the proprietors of the piaces the persons 
registered are not known there. 

mn many cases the explanation was offered 
that the men might have lived there for a 
short time and fone away, but the proprietors 
failed to recall the names, That voters were 
brought into these precincts for use there or 
in some other parts of the city there seems to 
be little room for doubt.

It is recorded of Joshua and the ancients of 
Israel that they cast dust upon their 
heads in order to appease the Lord for the 
sacrilegious robbery of Achan upon the tak 
ing of Jericho, The Savior also mentions 
the custom as emblematic of penance when 
he says of the inhabitants of Tyre and Sidon 
that if had wrought his miracies among them 
they would bave done penance in sackcloth 
and ashes. It will thus be seen that the cus- 
tom is a time-honoredone. The object is to 
remind men of their mortality, and thus 
to induce them to contrition for their 
sins and to do penanoe.
